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City and Roosevelt Center Owners 
Agree to Conservation Easement

“Greenbelt is going to be 
the winner,” said City Mana¬ 
ger Daniel Hobbs in a recent 
interview, in which he de¬ 
scribed a new “public-private 
partnership” involving the 
city and George Christacos, 
owner of the buildings in the 
Roosevelt Center. “We be¬ 
lieve this to be a fantastic 
opportunity,” Hobbs added. 

He was referring to a recent 
action by the Greenbelt City 
Council in a special meeting on 
October 15 in which council ap¬ 
proved a conservation easement 
with George and Lisa Christa¬ 
cos. The easement gives the city 
control over the facades of the 
commercial buildings in the Cen¬ 


ter in return for an advance 
of about $900,000 to cover the 
cost of recent renovations which 
returned the buildings to some¬ 
thing like their historical ap¬ 
pearance. 

Monies provided by the city

and to be utilized in the city- 
owned common areas of the Cen¬ 
ter, as well as for the building 
renovation, will constitute a 20- 
year special assessment. The 


agreement by the Christacoses 
will allow the city to float bonds 
of approximately $1.4 million, of 
which all funds over the $900,000 
will be used by the city to re¬ 
habilitate and renovate the park¬ 
ing lots or common areas pres¬ 
ently owned by the city. 

Loan Rates 

Hobbs explained that a bank 
to which Christacos applied for 
funding cf the renovation would 
charge 11.5% interest and also 
required a certification of rights 
to the perpetual use of the Cen¬ 
ter parking lots—a provision un¬ 
acceptable to the city. The city, 
on the other hand, through its 
ability to receive more favor¬ 
able lean rates, could offer the 
necessary funds to Christacos at 
9.5% interest. The difference in 
interest payments would make 
it possible for Christacos to un-

SHA Proposal for Limited Light 
Gives East Citizens Little Comfort

There were several propo¬ 
sals but no panaceas as state 
highway officials and citizens 
discussed safety problems 
near Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School at an October 15 
meeting called by School 
Board Member Suzanne 
Plogman. The residents, 
largely of Greenbelt East 
communities, called for a 
traffic light at the Greenbelt 
Road/Frankfort Drive inter¬ 
section and lower speed lim¬ 
its on Greenbelt Road. 

State Highway Administra¬ 
tion (SHA) District Engineer 


Creston J. Mills, Jr., instead of¬ 
fered a signal that would be 
operated only when crossing 
guards are on duty. While some 
of those present could accept 
this offer as a first step, they 
largely opposed SHA’s insist¬ 
ence that the Greenbelt Road 
median at Frankfort Drive be 
closed if the light is installed. 
The Greenbelt City Council will 
consider this proposal, and other 
options, at its October 28 regular 
meeting. 

Traffic Light 

Mills said that the intersec¬ 
tion meets none of the “war¬ 
rants'’ that would justify a fully 
operating signal. Traffic counts 
are far below those required for 
a light, although he conceded

that the low counts may result, 
in part, from a “Catch-22” situa¬ 
tion. Because the intersection is 
perceived as dangerous, drivers 
instead access Greenbelt Road via 
Hanover Parkway and Mandan 
Road. 

Mills, Assistant District Engi¬ 
neer Maj Shakib and State Sen¬ 
ator Leo Green could not recall 
any instance where signal war¬ 
rants were not met but a light 
was installed anyway. Shakib 
noted that Maryland abides by 
nationwide standards and that 
the state could be held liable for 
accidents at an unwarranted sig¬ 
nal. Mills also argued that the 
proximity of Mandan and Han¬ 
over Roads and the internal road 
network in the developments 
provided motorists with suffi¬ 
cient access to a signalized inter¬ 
section. 

In response to a question, Sha¬ 
kib said he would oppose install¬ 
ing a light without meeting the 
warrants, even if there were no 
legal considerations. He said that 
the existing lights are feasible 
for both vehicle and pedestrian 
traffic and that there can’t be

In Nov. 5 Council Election 
Six Contend ior Five Seats

In the upcoming November 5 election, registered voters 
will determine who will occupy five city council seats for 
the next two years. On the ballot are four incumbents - 
Antoinette “Toni” Bram, Edward V. J. Putens, Gil Weiden- 
feld and Thomas X. White - and their challengers Rodney 
Roberts and Robert Zuerbv. 


So far the race is not generat¬ 
ing sparks, an indication perhaps 
that there are no burning issues. 
However, it could be the lull 
before the storm. Candidates may 
be too busy concentrating on the 
mechanics of reaching the in¬ 
creased number of eligible vot¬ 
ers* The new universal registra¬ 
tion procss has more than dou¬ 
bled the number of Greenbelt’s 
registered voters- In 1989 the to¬ 
tal was 3,635; today the tally 
is 7,440. Center’s Precinct 3 has 
1,986 eligible voters; North End’s 
Precinct 6 — 1,933; Springhill 
Lake’s Precinct 8 — 1,050 and 
Greenbelt East’s Precinct 13— 
2,471. 

Definition of issues could come 
late in the campaign since can¬ 
didates’ nights and the cable- 
casting of interviews with the 
candidates are not scheduled un¬ 
til next week. 

Forums 

After several attempts to find 
a date convenient to all candi¬ 
dates, Citizens for Greenbelt 
have rescheduled their candi¬ 
dates’ forum. It will take place 
on Sunday, October 27 in the 
council chambers of the Munici¬ 
pal Building. The event will start 
at 6 p.m. and is expected to 
end in time for the Redskins 
game. It will be broadcast live 
and rebroadcast at 8:30 p.m, on 
Tuesday and Thursday, October 
29 and 31.

Four Polling Places 

This is Greenbelt’s first city election under the new 
universal registration procedures. Now the city no longer 
maintains its own voter registration list. Instead, citi¬ 
zens are automatically registered for city elections when 
they register for county, state and federal contests. 

However, the new procedures have not gone off with¬ 
out a hitch, A recent mailing by the County Board of 
Elections gave residents in Precincts 6, 8 and 13 incor¬ 
rect information about city polling places. 

Precinct 3 is the only area that votes at the Municipal 
Building. Precinct 6 votes at the Police Station, Precinct 
8 at the Springhill Lake Recreation Center and Precinct 
13 at the Greenbriar Community Building. 


Double the $ 

Not the Term 

I agree with last week’s letters 
to the editor, which were in 
favor of keeping council terms 
to two years. 

Unquestionably a two-year 
term is more democratic. On the 
one hand, voters have more im¬ 
pact On the other hand, the 
candidates, while campaigning, 
talk to many more citizens than 
they do once they have been 
elected. As a result they gain 
a better understanding of the 
needs and desires of the whole 
community, not only the “ac¬ 
tivists.” 

Having said this much, I now 
want to point out that, at least 
in my book, life is a two-way 
street I want to look into what 
we expect from council and what 
we give in return. 

We expect them, naturally, to 
attend council meetings and work 
sessions. Few of us realize that 
they also have to: (1) confer 
with representatives of other 
levels of government (such as 
other cities, the county and the 
state), (2) present testimony at 
hearings, (3) maintain an “open 
door/phone” for the citizenry, 

(4) preferably be present at 
meetings of civic organizations, 

(5) be available for many cere¬ 
monial activities, and last but 
not least, (6) read and digest a 
weekly, often voluminous, staff 
packet in order to make well 
informed decisions on subjects 
as diverse as locating the best 
possible city manager, choosing 
between intricate design plans 
for an indoor swimming pool or 
reacting to a petition for a new 
street light. 

An informal survey brought 
to light that on average a coun¬ 
cil person puts in about 20 hours 
weekly! 

Tn addition we expect them 
to campaign every other year. I 
leave it to the readers to esti¬ 
mate the amounts of time and 
money a campaign requires. 

Council members receive S5.000

annualy; the Mayor receives 
$1,000 more. Not taking into ac¬ 
count the time spent on the ob¬ 
ligatory bi-annual campaign, this 
comes down to an hourly rate of 
about $4,80 for a council mem¬ 
ber, and $5-80 for the mayor. 
Just for comparison: the mini¬ 
mum wage is, I believe, $4.50 
an hour- 

In view of the above, I strong¬ 
ly recommend an increase in the 
stipend council receives. Every¬ 
body knows that Time is Money, 
but let us not forget that the 
reverse is also true: Money is 
Time. With money one can buy 
services, such as babysitting, 
house and gutter cleaning, lawn 
mowing, to name just a few. 
Doubling council’s stipend will 
amount to less than .25% of the 
total city budget. It will enable 
more citizens to run for office, 
citizens who are very qualified 
but right now cannot afford to 
give the time needed. Out of a 
population of about 19,500 only 
six are currently inclined to be¬ 
come candidates! We all will 
benefit: we will have a wider 
choice and council will have more 
time to think and govern. 

Recommendations: (1) Vote 

NO to the proposed extension 
of council terms to four years. 
(2) Work towards increasing 
council’s stipends.

Thanks for all the response 
to my letter about Rodney Hob- 
arts’ campaign signage ad. It 
made me feel as if I were run¬ 
ning again. If Bill Rich thinks 
that I’ve cowered to “the safety 
of the sidelines” to express my 
views, then I guess I must re¬ 
mind him of the obvious—that 
as a citizen, just like him, I’m 
entitled to express my views, 
regardless of my status as an 
outspoken elected official. 

My original letter had nothing 
to do with personal feelings 
about Mr. Roberts but was an 
honest disagreement over state¬ 
ments in his ad which I per¬ 
ceived as either inaccurate or 
misleading.

Wetlands, particularly those associated 
with the Metro station and maintenance 
yard, must be preserved as an integral 
part of our eoosystem. I believe that the 
newly acquired Parcel 1 should be 
maintained in its natural condition. 
And I believe that there should be a city 
treeenhancement policy imposed where 
there is tree loss. My personal view of 
total environmental preservation 
Includes recycling, control of devel¬ 
opment, parkland acquisition, traffic 
management, and pollution reduction.

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Retired NOAA biochemist Dr. 
David Miller, 88, died on Septem¬ 
ber 24. 

Dr, Miller was a former nutri¬ 
tional and biochemical program 
leader at Southeastern Utiliza¬ 
tion Research Laboratory of the 
National Marine Fisheries Ser¬ 
vice (NOAA) which was then 
located on the campus of the 
University of Maryland at Col¬ 
lege Park. After being retired, 
he was reeniployed there as a 
consultant until 1976. Previously 
he worked for the New York 
Board of Health, the National 
Agriculture Research Center, 
and for the Maine Marine Pro¬ 
ducts Co. in Portland. He was 
an author or co-author of over 50 
scientific publications. 

Dr, Miller received B.S and 
M.S. degrees from Trinity Col¬ 
lege, M.A from Columbia Uni- 
evrsity, and D.Sc. from Johns 
Hopkins University. 

He was a member of the Am¬ 
erican Chemical Society, the 
Poultry Science Association, Nu¬ 
trition Research Council where 
he served on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors for 3 years and was a mem¬ 
ber of the Fish Meal Research 
Committee for 10 years. He 
represented the U.S. on several 
International Fish Meal Confer¬ 
ences. At one time he held a 
Reserve Officer Commission in 
the U.S. Army Medical Corps.

Born in New York City, Dr 
Miller grew up in Hartford, 
Conn, He resided in Portland, 
Maine from 1942-1962 and then 
moved to Greenbelt, He was a

dertake a larger repayment 
schedule — that is, $12,500 per 
month, or the same amount he 
would have been required to pay 
to a bank for a lesser amount 
of money. All legal and other 
costs of the agreement will be 
borne by Christacos. 

In the case of failure by the 
owner to meet these monthly 
payments, the Center properties 
would automatically revert to the 
city for resale No expensive 
legal proceedings would be re¬ 
quired, Hobbs explained- 
Parking Lot Renovation 
Renovation of the w*est and 


east parking lots has long been 
planned as the next phase of 
the general updating of the Cen¬ 
ter, and a design for such reno¬ 
vation by landscape architects 
Coffin & Coffin was accepted by 
the city as the model for this 
rehabilitation. Another firm— 
Macris, Hendick and Witmer/ 
Trace Associates — was then 
hired to provide engineering and 
landscape architecture for rede¬ 
sign of the lots. This contract 
was later expanded to encompass 
also the area to the east of 
Center School so that the west 
parking lot and the future com¬ 
munity center grounds can ulti¬ 


mately be unified. 

Around $400,000 in Commun¬ 
ity Development Block Grant 
funds is expected by the city 
toward the projected $2 million 
cost of the east and west park¬ 
ing lots project With the new 
agreement with Christacos, the 
city would have available about 
$500,000 more with which to be¬ 
gin the renovation process. 

Hobbs explained that the re¬ 
novation is expected to proceed 
in stages, so as not to disrupt too 
much of* the parking space at 
any one time. The most expen¬ 
sive part of the process, he said, 
will be to replace ancient drain-

Council Actions 

Besides approving the conser¬ 
vation easement and the agree¬ 
ment on special assessment fi¬ 
nancing at the October 15 meet¬ 
ing, council took two other ac¬ 
tions legally required. Although 
Christacos was present at the 
meeting, council nevertheless 
passed a motion approving a 
letter to be sent to him and his 
wife, formally notifying th,em 
of the city’s position concerning 
the Special Assessment Ordi¬ 
nance- 

Council also approved the im¬ 
mediate mailing to the Christa- 
coses of the Special Assessment 
Ordinance, since notice to the 
affected parties is required to 
precede by 10 days the signing 
of the agreement. The matter 
will be placed on the agenda of 
the next regular city council 
meeting, on October 28, at which 
Christacos will also be .present. 

Ail council actions were unani¬ 
mous, with mayor pro tem 
Thomas White absent. {He is out 
of town for an extended period 
for business reasons.) 


Historic Preservation 

According to the terms of the 
Conservation Easement, the 
Christacoses agree to undertake 
no “construction, alterations, re¬ 
modeling or any other thing” 
which would “alter the exterior 
facade” without the express 
written permission of the city. 
Unfortunately this part of the 
proposed agreement has been 
violated in a recent action by 
the owner to break through the 
north wall of the building hous¬ 
ing the Mellon Bank to provide 
access for two small businesses 
to be located at the building’s 
rear. 

How the city should deal with 
this contingency has been re¬ 
ferred to the Advisory Planning 
Board, which is expected to make 
its recommendation at the Oc¬ 
tober 28 city council meeting.

signals everywhere there is a 
conflict. 

Windsor Green Board Member 
Martha Price disputed SHA's 
traffic counts. She said that if 
only half of the 500 student ve¬ 
hicles exit opposite Frankfort 
they would account for more 
traffic than SHA says use the 
intersection in 12 hours. Once 
school buses and residential ve¬ 
hicles are acounted for, the 
counts should be far higher, she 
argued. 

There was one lone voice ar¬ 
guing against the traffic signa 1 
and for closure of the median. 
Mike Nalepa argued that the 
proposed signal would cause 
more problems than it solved, 
particularly in winter when the 
hill is icy. 

Close the Median? 

There was strong opposition 
among the speakers for closing 
the Greenbelt Road median at 
Frankfort Drive- This would pre¬ 
vent Windsor Green residents 
from using this entrance, even 
during light traffic periods. 
Price noted that the existing 
median already provides a ref¬ 
uge area for pedestrians. Lorie 
Wartman suggested just closing 
the eastbound left-turn lane, 
which is used only for U-turns. 

A further objection to closing 
the median is that it would force 
eastbound traffic from the 
school through residential areas 
to Mandan Road. If the median 
wer? open and a traffic light 
installed, more traffic could exit 
directly from the school onto 
Greenbelt Road. 

Speed 

The other major issue was 
residents' desire for a lower 
speed limit on Greenbelt Road 
between Hanover Parkway ana 
Mandan Road. Shakib noted that 
traffic studies taken after the 
speed limit in that area was 
reduced from 50 to 45 miles per 
hour showed that the reduction 
had no effect on average speeds- 
Shakib said that regardless of 
official speed limits, people drive 
at the speed at which they feel 
comfortable, 

Dorothy Pyles called this “a 
crock” and argued that chil¬ 
dren's safety is more important 
than drivers' comfort. She ar¬ 
gued that the limit in Greenbelt 
East should be reduced to 40 
mph. Claire-Marie Wolf argued 
that setting limits based upon 
prevailing speeds rewards speed¬ 
ers for violating the law. 

Police Chief James R. Craze 
said that, while his department 
is aware of and concerned about 
the problems, officers’ attempts 
to run radar are hampered by 
the lack of shoulder areas. Pa¬ 
trol cars are limited to off- 
street sites at Frankfort Drive, 
the high school and Hanover 
Parkway. 

Other Ideas 

Council member Edward Fu- 
tens argued for construction of 
a pedestrian overpass to sepa¬ 
rate pedestrian and vehicle traf¬ 
fic. However, Mills argued that 
students wil use the shortest 
route, not the overpass, while 
Plogman doubted that adequate 
funds could be found to construct 
a pedestrian bridge, 

Shakib said SHA would run 
an additional traffic study on 
whatever day of the week the 
group desired. However, SHA 
will not reveal the actual date 
of the study-) Mills said that he 
will also consider other possible 
steps to meet the concerns of 
the group.

Sun Shines on Courthouse Oct. 15 
As Public Officials Break Ground

Warmed by the sun and the occasion, about 200 guests 
witnessed the groundbreaking ceremony on October 15 for 
the new United States Courthouse for the Southern Division 
of Maryland. Located adjacent to the Capital Office Park, 
the four-story structure will rise on a 9.3 acre tract north 
of Cherrywood Lane near its intersection with Edmonston 
Road (Kenilworth Ave.). Currently part of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center, the parcel is expected to be 
annexed into the City of Greenbelt in the near future. Oc¬ 
cupancy of the courthouse is slated for January 1994.

The event was marked by the 
gathering together of the Judi¬ 
cial community and public offi¬ 
cials who, during a long process, 
had vigorously debated the loca¬ 
tion of the new courthouse. 

“Over the years there were 
ups and there were downs,” said 
Congressman Steny H. Hoyer. 
For him, the project to bring 
improved access to the Judicial 
system for the people of South¬ 
ern Maryland began over 25 
years ago while he was an in¬ 
tern in the office of Maryla id 
Senator Daniel Brewster.. “This 
building is a testament to coop¬ 
eration . . . three branches of 
government working together,” 
he stressed. 

Chief Judge Walter E. Black, 
Jr. of the U.S. District Court 
in Maryland observed, “We are 
latecomers to the cause of these 
proceedings today. It is truly an 
idea whose time has come.” In 
the new facility, he said, the 
public can expect the “high qual¬ 
ity administration of Justice 
which the court has given from 


Baltimore in the last 200 years.” 

The $35 million, 180,000 gross 
square-foot facility will serve 
Prince Georges, Montgomery 
Calvert, Charles and St. Marys 
counties — the fastest growing 
counties in Maryland in terms 
of population, business activity, 
expanding tax base and legal 
activity, “as measured by civil, 
criminal and bankruptcy court 
tilings.” These counties are cur¬ 
rently served by the Federal Dis¬ 
trict Courthouse in Baltimore. 

The Structure 

Architects from the firm of 
Hellmuth, Obata and Kassel- 
baum point out that by config¬ 
uring a long, narrow and irregu¬ 
lar site, wetlands will be avoid¬ 
ed and trees left standing at 
the boundary. Tucked into the 
site from its high point (near 
Cherrywod Lane) to its low 
point, the building’s fan-shaped 
court wing will present a dra¬ 
matic image from Cherrywood 
Lane. The height of the struc¬ 
ture facing the street (south) 
is equal to a six story building; 


and increases to 10 stories on 
the north side where the build¬ 
ing’s main entrance is located 
next to the parking area. An- 
open grass area alongside the 
access road framed by woodland 
on either side will provide a view 
of the building from the street. 
The driveway will curve and run 
along the east edge of the build¬ 
ing past a surface parking lot 
and a structured parking lot sit¬ 
uated north of the building. A 
total of 510 parking spaces will 
be provided. 

The new courthouse will house 
297 employees, one-half to three- 
quarters will be existing em¬ 
ployees transferred from offices 
in Hyattsville, Rockville and 
Baltimore. The remaining per¬ 
sonnel will probably come from 
the Greenbelt area- 
Design 

The building’s design is con¬ 
temporary with the atrium en¬ 
tranceway the central focus. 
Sheathed in exterior materials 
of golden buff color limestone 
and warm gray precast con¬ 
crete, the courthouse features 
a 180 degree circular facade 
courtroom wing with a connect¬ 
ing four-story administrative 
wing. Interior materials will be 
traditional with the use of rich 
woods for the high-ceilinged 
courtrooms. 

The lobby’s four-story glass 
atrium extends an additional 24 
feet above the adjoining roof

His former colleagues provided 
security and traffic control dur¬ 
ing the morning program. 

Master of Ceremonies for the 
occasion was James C- Handley, 
GSA Regional Administrator for 
the National Capital Region, 
Handley introduced the dignitar¬ 
ies seated on the platform. Fol¬ 
lowing their remarks, over a 


dozen officials donned hard-hats 
and wielded gold-plated shovels 
for the groundbreaking cere¬ 
mony. Capping the program was 
a reception in the nearby Capi¬ 
tal Office Park building. 

—U.S. Senator Paul Sarbanes 
(D-Md ) — “Wonderful example 
of how a (project) starts out 
controversial, stays that way for 
a while and, as a concensus is 
arrived at, there is less contro¬ 
versy and more agreement.” 

—Constance Morelia (R-Mont- 
gomery County) — “This is an 
example of teamwork. . . , De 
Tocqueville was right . . . The 
greatness of our democracy lies 
in our system of law, in our 
judges and lawyers. Justice must 
be brought to the people.” 

—Prince Georges County Ex¬ 
ecutive Parris Glendening—“The 
administration of justice will be 
a lot more convenient for the 
(large population) living in these 
counties. The new courthouse 
will be a statement of pride 
for the community. . the local 
economy will be helped with the 
demand for office space by law¬ 
yers.”

Election Reform 

Over the years city councils 
have discussed reforms. One 
previous change was to move 
the city council election from 
September to November. This 
year, council voted to keep cam¬ 
paign workers 300 feet from the 
poll entrances, up from the pre¬ 
vious 100-foot restriction. Council 
is scheduled to take final action 
implementing these restrictions 
at the Oetooer 28 regular meet¬ 
ing. 

In an effort to reduce sign 
pollution, the council established 
several public locations for cam¬ 
paign signs. Council hoped to 
discourage the posting of large 
numbers of signs on private 
property by providing these pub¬ 
lic locations. Participation in the 
sign limitation agreement is vol¬ 
untary. Candidates choosing to 
use the public poles will be 
charged $50 by the city to cover 
administrative costs.
